It  is  invidious  and  unpopular  to  pre¬ 
judge  a  man  of  high  previous  character, 
unleaa  favorably.  To  do  so  and  provu  mis¬ 
taken  at  the  end,  would  in  the  prescut  case 
be  a  calamity  to  the  strongest  journal. 
Bat  it  is  neither  offensive  now,  nor  liable  to 
be  at  all  calamitous  in  the  result,  whatever 
that  may  be,  to  lean,  no  matter  how 
strongly,  to  the  aide  of  charity  and  good 
wllL  That  ia  the  safe  course,  therefore 
for  ell  who  wish  to  be  regarded  favorably 
themselves,  by  the  religious  and  moral 
public.  Hone  but  those  who  are  at  least 
indifferent  to  that  portion  of  the  public, 
feel  like  maniteetlng  a  bias  against  Mr. 
Beecher.  The  result  is,  that  among  the 
better  claaaee  and  their  organs,  the  nmol 
{•stations  of  fvvor  to  Mr.  Beecher  are  (rec 
and  abundant,  and  those  of  disfavor  are 
almost  entirely  suppressed. 

I  oannq^dmitate  this  feeble  and  evasive 
middle  course  any  more  than  the  bigotry 
of  either  ot  the  extremes.  Consequently,

The  Gazette  of  lost  week  set  before  its 
readers  the  main  features  and  incidents  of 
this  remarkable  trial  down  to  Thursday 
lust,  when  the  leading  actors,  jury,  and 
about  the  same  run  of  spectators  put  in  an 
early  appearance,  us  well  as  tbe  presiding 
judge,  who  was  never  known  to  be  late 
and  his  efficient  staff  of  court  officers. 

Mr.  Beeeher  looked  calm  and  self-reliant, 
was  accompanied  by  bis  wife,  and  bore 
hipiself  with  tbe  quiet  dignity  ot  a  man 
looking  confidently  for  the  vindication  oi 
ao  honored  name.  This,  I  would  add,  h 
been  his  uniform  beating  on  each  day  of 
the  trial.  Taking  courage  by  the  example 
set  by  Mrs.  Beecher,  Mrs.  Ovington,  Mrs. 
Sherman  and  one  or  two  other  ladies,  be¬ 
sides  Mrs.  Tilton,  have  appeared  in  coart, 
and  most  ot  them  expect  to  be  present 
throughout  the  trial.  The  direct  examin¬ 
ation  of  "Mutual  Moulton,”  as  he  is  now 
almost  exclusively  termed,  was  continued 
through  Thursday.  Friday  and  a  part  of 
Monday.  He  was  Utu  Ircquently,  answer¬ 
ed  with  unbecoming  forwardness,  and  in 
man^r  cases  anticipated  the  question* 
in  bis  answers,  clearly  establishing  the  fact 
of  a  most  careful  preparation  for  and  a  fore¬ 
knowledge  of  the  interrogations  be  would 
be  called  upon  to  answer,  and  the  order  in 
which  be  would  probably  get  them.  His 
manner  was  consequently  bold  and  fearless 
ind  in  marked  contrast  with  his  present  de¬ 
meanor.  under  a  cross  examination  for 
which  he  is  evidently  not  so  well  prepared.

Mr.  Fuller¬ 
ton  read  si  wly  and  will,  and  Mr.  Tilton 
listened  attentively,  but  nobody  else  paid 
any  attention.  The  first  verse  of  this  ad¬ 
dition  to  English  literature  sets  forth  the 
tact  that  tbe  writer  thereof  1  won  a  noble 
fame”  and  had  a  ‘‘lofty  crown a  state¬ 
ment  which  no  one  present  manifested  any 
concern  ab  ut.  The  allustuu  to  the  "inrun-

On  Sunday,  Mr.  Botcher 
ireached  one  of  the  great  net  sermons  of  hie 
ife  and  the  ruth  to  Plymouth  Church  was 
unprecedented.
